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Anderson grand jury 
sentences Cram to 
25 years for murder 


Victim's sister speaks 
out at sentencing

Terrance Cram, 50, 
was sentenced to 25 
years for the 2011 mur¬ 
der of his landlord Tena 
McNeely Wednesday 
Anderson County Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge Charles 
Hickman also charged 
Cram with five years 
for tampering with evi¬ 
dence and an additional 
five-year sentence for 
the fraudulent use of 
McNeely’s credit cards. 

Cram, of 1226 Clay 
Burgin Road, was indict¬ 
ed for the brutal mur¬ 
der of his landlord in 
June 2011. Cram pleaded 
guilty to the murder of 
McNeely in April. 

Cram had reported¬ 


ly rented a room from 
McNeely for five years. 
McNeely, 49, was the 
daughter of fallen Ken¬ 
tucky State Police Troop¬ 
er James McNeely who 
died in the line of duty 
in 1971. 

McNeely was found 
dead in her home on Clay 
Burgin Road in January 
2011 after being struck 
in the head several times 
with a blunt object, 
according to investiga¬ 
tors. McNeely reportedly 
died of a brain injury 
from blunt impact. 

Investigators said 
McNeely might have 
lived from minutes 
to hours following her 
attack. 

Cram disappeared 
after the murder, but 
was found June 2011 in 
Goodyear, Ariz., where 
he was detained by the

Timothy Branson pleads guilty to murdering his wife in 2012 


Jurors were dismissed 
early Monday after 
11th hour decision

In an eleventh hour 
decision, Timothy Bran¬ 


son, 51, who was accused 
of murdering his wife, 
withdrew a plea of not 
guilty and entered a plea 
of guilty Monday 

A jury trial was sched¬ 
uled for 9 a.m. but, at 
around 7:30 a.m., jurors 
were notified that they 
were not needed because 
Branson changed his 


plea to guilty 

According to court 
documents, Branson 
accepted the Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky 
Court of Justice deal to 
enter a plea of guilty, 
which amended the 
charge of murder to 
first-degree manslaugh¬ 
ter. 


SafeWise: Lawrenceburg is 
Top 10 in safety in Kentucky 


City had the largest population in 
the upper echelon, Atkins says

Kentucky is one of the best state’s 
to visit and Lawrenceburg is one 
of the safest cities in which to live, 
according to a study by SafeWise, an 
online resource for home security and 
security news. 

Lawrenceburg Police Chief Chris 
Atkins told Lawrenceburg City Coun¬ 
cil during its regular monthly meet¬ 
ing Monday night that SafeWise rated 
Lawrenceburg 9th in the state in its 
report. 

“We were the largest population in 
the Top 10,” he said. 

According to www.safewise.com, 
the company analyzed FBI crime 
report data from 2012 and used a 
minimum population requirement of 
3,000 people. It broke out crimes into 
two categories - violent crimes (mur¬ 
der, forcible rape, robbery, and aggra¬ 
vated assault) and property crimes 
(burglary, larceny, motor vehicle 
theft, and arson) and analyzed these 
numbers. To level the playing field, it 
calculated the numbers to be occur¬ 
rences out of 1,000 people to account 
for cities of different populations. 

According to SafeWise, Lawrence¬ 
burg violent crimes numbered a mere 
.38 per 1,000 citizens and property 
crimes were 9.02 per 1,000. 

In 2012, the year of the study, Law¬ 
renceburg had no murders or arsons. 

Prospect topped the list with .21 
violent crimes per 1,000 and 2.32 prop¬ 
erty crimes per 1,000.

A sight that might have been unusual in 2013 could 
become much more common this year. In May Vertigo Bun 
gee conducted another round of jumps from the Young’s High Bridge, 
a train trestle that runs parallel to the Tyrone bridge. 

Vertigo Bungee bought the trestle in 2012 to use it for a club-based opera¬ 
tion. VIP members were allowed to try it out in May and it could be open for new 
members later this year. 

“Improvements are still under way while we are developing the public bridge walk 
and zip line,” said Mitch Morris, general manager of Vertigo Bungee. “We are looking foi 
ward to our 4th of July event. We expect to have another event on Labor Day and during 
Bourbon Chase in October.” 

Investors intend to make Anderson County the premier destination for bungee jumping in 
North America and, possibly, the center of a reality show, according a The Anderson News report 
last year. 

Young’s High Bridge would be the tallest legal bridge jump in North America at 240 feet from the 
trestle to the Kentucky River.

Ballooning income 
gap demands increase 
in minimum wage 


If you have done any 
length of research on 
raising the minimum 
wage, you know there 
are two sides to the argu¬ 
ment. 

You could argue either 
way, but there is, in my 
opinion, compelling data 
for the need for wage 
reform. 

First of all, the last 
time there was a mini¬ 
mum wage increase was 
nearly three years ago 
to the current $7.25 or 
around $15,000 annually. 

Who do you know 
that can make it on 
$15,000 a year? Consider 
a Gallup poll that noted 
in 2012 Americans spend 
around $151 a week on 
food alone. 

Perhaps the most 
compelling argument 
for an increase in mini¬ 
mum wage is a 2013 Cen¬ 
ter for Economic and 
Policy Research study 
that found that 40 per¬ 
cent of Americans now 
make less than the 1968 
minimum wage. 

The study also noted 
that had the minimum 
wage kept pace with 
gains in productiv¬ 
ity since 1968, minimum 
wage would be $16.54 
today, which is current¬ 
ly more than what is 
earned by 40 percent of 
men and half of women. 

Isn’t that an odd 
thing to wrap your mind 
around, 40 percent of 
Americans make less 
now than they would 
have 46 years ago? 

A 2011 NPR story also 
shared some startling 
information about the 
U.S. economy. 

“The income gap in 
the United States has 
ballooned: It’s wider than 
any time since 1928, in 
the days before the stock 
market crash triggered 
the Great Depression.”

each year - 

after enacted. It’s been 
interesting to watch the 
movement, albeit slow 
movement, of this bill 
since it was introduced 
to the senate in March 
2013. 

Of course, the other 
side of the argument 
is that there will be an 
increase the cost of con¬ 
sumer goods to offset 
the increase in employee 
wages. 

According to a con¬ 
gressional budget report 
published in February, 
a proposed increase in 
minimum wage from 
$7.25 an hour to $10.10 
would result in around 
500,000 jobs lost nation¬ 
wide. Another option to 
raise the min wage to $9 
an hour would result in 
around 100,000 jobs lost 
nationwide. 

My only concern with 
that is a 39 percent raise 
in minimum wage is a lot 
to shoulder all at once. 
Maybe there would be 
some way to make this 
happen incrementally to 
lessen the burden. 

Despite this, the 
majority of Americans 
seem to support some 
sort of increase in mini¬ 
mum wage. 

A November Gallup 
poll found 76 percent of 
American would support 
a $9 minimum wage. 

Though raising the 
minimum wage won’t 
completely cure the 
major wage gap issue in 
the U.S., it’s a good first 
step.

ing temperatures of 
spring and early sum¬ 
mer are a relief from 
the cold winter tempera¬ 
tures of 2013-14. 

The USDA Plant Har¬ 
diness Zone Map for 
Kentucky places most of 
the state in Zone 6 (-10 
degrees to 0 degrees). 

The far western coun¬ 
ties are in Zone 7a (0 
degrees to 5 degrees). 

By this data, Ken¬ 
tucky was on average 
no colder than we have 
historically experienced. 
The visible indication 
of dead plants and util¬ 
ity bills indicated that 
something was different. 

Temperatures asso¬ 
ciated with the PHZM 
are based on the 30-year 
average of the lowest 
winter temperature 
experienced in a region. 

This is not the low¬ 
est temperatures experi- 


duration of

tion, topography or wind. 

If you look at the 
map for the entire coun¬ 
try you will note that 
Kentucky shares Zone 
6 with places that have 
dramatically different 
environments (e.g. Texas 
panhandle, coastal New 
England and the Alas¬ 
kan panhandle). 

While there are short¬ 
comings to this mapping 
tool, it is still a valuable 
aid in making the deci¬ 
sion of what to plant 
and where it should be 
located. 


did not reach the histori¬ 
cal lows of approximate¬ 
ly -20 degree experienced 
in parts of Zone 6 Ken¬ 
tucky in recent decades. 
The extensive damage 
now being observed in 
landscape plantings are 
the result of factors not 
recorded in the PHZM. 

Our recent winter 
was different in many 
aspects. 

Duration of Cold 

Winter temperatures 
fell as would be expected 
in a normal winter. In 
a continental climate 
like Kentucky’s you can 
expect wide swings in 
temperature throughout 
the winter months. 

A few days after a cold 
front pushes through 
either a warm front 
from the south replaces 
it or clear skies following 
the cold front allow the 
sun to warm the air and 


What was different 
this year is that the tem¬ 
peratures stayed consis¬ 
tently low for extended 
periods. This allowed the 
soil to freeze deeper and 
stems to remain frozen 
longer than in previous 
winters. 

Wind, humidity and sun 

The majority of the 
water lost by plants is 
from their leaves. 

Deciduous plants 
drop foliage in the fall 
to reduce their need for 
water. Water loss contin¬ 
ues through winter but 
at significantly lower 
rates. 

The small amounts of 
water lost from dormant 
stems must be replaced 
to prevent damage. 
Sometimes this is not 
possible if the soil or 
stems are frozen.

There was the time 
Granddaddy had to fight 
fire all night because 
Daddy and some of his 
brothers and maybe a 
cousin or two had been 
sneaking around smok¬ 
ing and caught the hay 
field on fire. 

They didn’t get pun¬ 
ished that night but oh 
they suffered the next 


morning. 

And then there was 
the one about the pea¬ 
nut butter ... and the one 
about the lap ring turned 
into a brass knuckle... 
and the one about how 
he and my mother, the 
former Louise Searcy, got 
together, and on and on 
and on. 

There were just so 
many stories, as I think 
of them now, I still 
chuckle. 

And then there were 
the dreams. 

When I’d get up and 
come to the breakfast 
table he’d be telling 
some long tale. I lis¬ 
tened intently, hanging 


on every word. Then it 
would hit me. I’d look at 
him and say, “This is a 
dream isn’t it?” 

We’d both laugh. 
Night after night he 
would dream some of 
the craziest dreams. But 
they were so much like 
his other stories that you 
thought they were true... 
until he’d reach a certain 
point and you’d think, 
“What?” 

Daddy didn’t have 
much of a formal educa¬ 
tion. He quit school in 
the sixth grade at the age 
of 16. 

He had help his fam¬ 
ily work on the farm and 
didn’t have the opportu¬ 


nity to go to school. 

He may not have gone 
to school much but when 
it came to knowing trees, 
raising tobacco, cattle, 
hay, corn and farming in 
general, he was an intel¬ 
ligent man. 

I can’t tell you how 
many times I’ve seen 
Daddy and Mama “over¬ 
haul” a tractor or “fix” 
the baler or work on the 
bulldozer. He could fig¬ 
ure out how to fix any¬ 
thing. 

Daddy loved to work 
and Mama worked right 
beside him all the 67-plus 
years they were married. 
They just enjoyed being 
together. They were like 


a well-oiled machine, 
never missing a beat on 
what each needed to do 
to get the job done. 

The last of Septem¬ 
ber 2009, Daddy was 
still working, but he was 
very tired. 

He had sold some cat¬ 
tle in Lexington on Mon¬ 
day. On Tuesday, Steve 
and I took Mama and 
Daddy to Shelbyville 
and spent the afternoon 
with them. 

On Wednesday, Daddy 
worked on his tractor. 
He felt bad but went 
to church Wednesday 
night. 

Thursday morning he 
was in excruciating pain 


and went to the hospital. 

Thursday afternoon 
he was gone. He died of 
an aortal aneurysm at 
the age of 86. 

I didn’t know on Tues¬ 
day that by Thursday 
night, Daddy’s voice 
would be silenced. I 
wouldn’t be able to lis¬ 
ten to or laugh with him 
anymore on this earth. 

This Sunday is 
Father’s Day. Make a spe¬ 
cial effort to get in touch 
with your Dad. 

And even though my 
Daddy knew, and I know, 
that heaven is for real, 
there will come a day 
when you will miss your 
Daddy’s stories. 


Winter

The winter of 2013-14 
had numerous days when 
the wind, coupled with low 
humidity (often below 20 per¬ 
cent) resulted in more water 
loss from foliage and twigs 
than the plant could absorb 
and transport through frozen 
stems. 

When this occurred in the 
presence of bright winter 
sun the rate of transpiration 
(water loss from the plant) 
increased even higher. With 
water in the soil and stems 
frozen, the pull of transpira¬ 
tion resulted in embolisms 
(air pockets) developing in 
xylem cells (conducting tubes 
that move water from the soil 
to the top of the plant). 

Like the air pocket in a 
siphon, plants could not move 
water through these damaged 
xylem tubes. 

This was compounded 
when frozen stems were phys¬ 
ically shaken to remove ice 
and snow or bent by ice, snow 
and wind. Bending frozen 
xylem cells can fracture the 
cell walls reducing the plants 
ability to conduct water and 
mineral elements. 

What has happened 

Many evergreen plants 
turned brown in late winter 
and early spring. 

Many of these broadleaf 
evergreens are marginally 
hardy in our climate. They are 


from milder climates where 
they retain evergreen foliage 
all year long. Some of these 
species survived previous 
winters because of the milder 
than normal temperatures 
experienced. 

Examples include: Monkey 
grass (Mondo japonica) and 
Southern magnolia (Magnolia 
grandifolia). 

The southern magnolia 
is a good example of a spe¬ 
cies with a wide provenance. 
Though they might look iden¬ 
tical, southern magnolias are 
more winter hardy than those 
that were originally from the 
deep south. Some native spe¬ 
cies can be found from the 
Gulf Coast north into Canada. 
Because they are the same 
species does not mean that all 
individuals in this group have 
the same genetic level of win¬ 
ter hardiness. 

One severely damaged 
plant I encountered was an 
eastern red cedar (Juniperus 
virginiana), a common Ken¬ 
tucky native. Only after ask¬ 
ing the right questions did it 
come out that this individual 
had been transplanted from a 
native stand in south Georgia. 

The Japanese maple (Acer 
palmatum) is another species 
that frequently suffers the ill 
effects of our continental cli¬ 
mate. As the common name 
indicates this plant is native 
to Japan, a series of islands 
bathed in the warming cur¬ 
rents flowing north from the 
equatorial Pacific. 

The moderate climate 


of east Asian islands do not 
experience the wide swings in 
temperature common to Ken¬ 
tucky. 

This is especially true for 
the late spring frosts and 
freezes. After a brief warm 
spell our Japanese maples leaf 
out prematurely only to be 
damaged by a late spring frost. 

Other broadleaf evergreens 
might look green and healthy 
as the coldest of winter tem¬ 
peratures transition into the 
warmth of spring followed by 
the first hint of summer heat 
waves. 

Unseen is significant dam¬ 
age to the xylem cells (long 
tubes that conduct water 
upward). Up to this point, the 
individual plant has been able 
to supply its foliage with suf¬ 
ficient water. But the limited 
amount of healthy conduc¬ 
tive tissue has been work¬ 
ing at maximum efficiency 
to supply the plant’s water 
needs. 

With a few days of 80 F in 
early spring, the ability of the 
plant to absorb and translo¬ 
cate water as rapidly as it is 
lost becomes a water deficit. 
The result is leaf and stem 
death as if it were much hot¬ 
ter and dryer. 

Snow and ice are a common 
form of winter precipitation. 
Many gardeners are afraid 
that the slight bending will 
result in stem breakage. If the 
xylem in a branch freezes and 
then bends downward as a 
result of the ice or snow load, 
the ice crystals can result in 


the rupturing of the xylem 
cells. This type of damage is 
made worse by strong wind or 
when the owner of the plant 
shakes the snow or ice off of 
the plant, thinking that they 
are helping the plant. 

Sometimes provenance 
(where it originated) is the 
major issue for winter injury. 
Other times it is the location, 
specifically failure to match 
the plant to its site. 

In winter, the sun is very 
low on the horizon. Locating 
broadleaf evergreens on the 
north side of a structure will 
help to protect them from 
the warming rays of the sun. 
These same plants also need to 
be protected from the drying 
effect of the wind. 

Though we might have 
fond attachment to them, 
marginally hardy southern 
plants do not belong in most 
Kentucky landscapes. 

Sunscald 

In late May or June, well 
after the cold winter months 
have passed from our minds 
we begin to see the develop¬ 
ment of another type of win¬ 
ter injury. This problem is 
called sunscald. It is not only 
disfiguring but often leads to 
a long, slow mortality spiral. 

The first indication is a 
small vertical crack in the 
bark. As the crack opens 
the bark begins to peel back 
exposing the wood. As the 
bark peels back exposing the 
wood fungi attack the xylem 
and insects are attracted to 
the open wound. 


This is more than a dis¬ 
figuring problem. It results 
in the loss of conductive tis¬ 
sues essential for growth and 
development. 

Trees can no longer move 
water and mineral elements 
from the roots to the foliage 
nor supply the roots with sug¬ 
ars and other organic chemi¬ 
cals necessary for growth. At 
best, trees stressed by sunscald 
will reestablish more slowly 
and are more susceptible to 
diseases and insects. While 
these trees may ultimately 
survive, replacement trees 
outgrow severely damaged 
trees. 

Sunscald is almost always 
limited to young, recently 
installed landscape trees. It 
is not seen on mature trees 
or those in forests. It is most 
common on species with thin 
bark than trees with thick or 
exfoliating bark. 

While this problem can 
develop on any tree, it is more 
problematic on species with 
high water demands. Install¬ 
ing trees with larger soil balls 
(containing more roots) and 
watering during the winter 
months helps prevent water 
deficiencies leading to sun¬ 
scald. 

Sunscald can be prevent¬ 
ed by shading the trunks of 
young, newly planted, thin- 
barked trees. 

White latex paint diluted 
50:50 with water is effective 
but is messy, unsightly and 
remains for many years after 
it is needed.

UK canning workshop will teach basics of food preservation 


Why do people grow 
gardens then preserve 
the food? The number 
one reason Americans 
preserve food is because 
they’ve grown it and 
don’t want to waste it. 

They like the way 
the home produced food 
tastes. Some people want 
to know that there are 
no preservatives or pes¬ 
ticides in their canned 
food. Some people have a 
family tradition of food 
preservation and want 
to pass it along to future 
generations. 

Food preservation 
can be a family activ¬ 
ity. It’s very labor inten¬ 
sive. It builds teamwork 
in families and teaches 
responsibility to all who 
participate. Even young 
children can help snap 
beans, wash vegetables 


and do 
other jobs. 

How 
much will 
it cost? If 
you already 
have jars,

essary equipment, then 
your cost will be lower. 
The first year is always 
the most expensive 
when gathering equip¬ 
ment for gardening and 
canning. 

If you figure the cost 
of home canning, you 
have to decide if you 
want to place a mone¬ 
tary value on your labor. 
If you do consider your 
labor and use an aver¬ 
age wage, then the cost 


of canning food at home 
will be about the same 
as buying the food at the 
grocery for a medium 
priced item. 

Historically, the cost 
comparison suggests 
that over a period of ten 
years, you probably will 
save money by growing 
and canning your own 
food. If you try it for a 
couple of years and stop, 
then you probably lost 
money. Only you can 
make the decision if 
home canning is worth 
the effort. 

Learn how to safely 
preserve food at home. 
All home canned foods 
must be processed in 
a boiling water bath 
or pressure canner to 
minimize the risk of 
food poisoning and 
food spoilage. Bacteria, 


molds and yeasts grow 
quickly on the surfaces 
of fresh foods. Oxygen 
and the enzymes that 
cause food to spoil are 
found throughout fresh 
fruits, vegetables and 
meat. Proper canning 
practices will prevent 
the growth of harm¬ 
ful bacteria, yeasts 
and molds, remove 
excess oxygen from the 
food, destroy spoilage 
enzymes and help form 
strong vacuum seals on 
jars. 

High acid foods can 
be preserved in a boil¬ 
ing water bath instead 
of a pressure canner. 
Acid helps to prevent 
the growth of harm¬ 
ful bacteria in canned 
food. Foods naturally 
high in acid (most fruits) 
or foods that have been 


acidified with lemon 
juice or vinegar (like 
pickles, salsa or toma¬ 
toes) can be safely pro¬ 
cessed in a boiling water 
bath canner. However, 
all fresh vegetables, 
meats and other low acid 
foods must be pressure 
canned to prevent the 
growth of the bacteria 
that cause botulism, a 
deadly form of food poi¬ 
soning. 

I will be teaching a 
series of workshops 
on food preservation 
beginning June 12. The 
first session is basics of 
food preservation and 
is required before you 
take the hands on work¬ 
shops. You will actually 
be canning. Look at the 
schedule in the Com¬ 
munity Events section 
of the newspaper or call 


the Anderson County 
Extension Office at 
502.839.7271 to register 
for the class. All supplies 
and a Ball Blue Book will 
be provided, one for each 
household registered. 

Dial pressure gauges 
will be tested for free 
every Wednesday during 
the summer. Leave the 
lid for testing and pick it 
up later in the day.

Keep gardens thriving with these tips 


These lovely evening 
temperatures are perfect 
for raising the windows 
to enjoy a cool night of 
sleep. 

Unfortunately our 
tomato plants don’t find 
it so enjoyable. 

Nighttime tempera¬ 
tures below 60 degrees 
have a tendency to make 
tomato plants drop their 
blossoms. Since our 
tomatoes start with the 
blossom, that is definite¬ 
ly not a good thing! 

The only cure is to 
purchase something 
called Blossom Set. It’s a 
hormone that you spray 
on the blossom clusters. 

Not only will it pre¬ 
vent the drop, you’ll be 
breaking out the salt 
shaker two weeks before 
your neighbors! Most 
garden centers carry it. 

Those of you who love 
to raise pumpkins and 
cushaw can soon plant 
your seeds. Last year, 
my friend Kim planted 
them in early May and 
ended up calling me in 
August to figure out 
how to preserve them 
until October. 

Most pumpkins take 
about 90 days from seed 
to harvest so plan, and 
plant, accordingly. 

Our gardens need 
water on a weekly basis 
and that’s why I was so 
thrilled with last week’s 
forecast. We had a good 
chance of rain every 
other day and I was hop¬ 
ing for a total of an inch.

That 
meant I had 
to break out 
the hoses. 

F i g u r - 
ing out how 
much to 
water is per¬ 
plexing to - 

some. It can also promote 
disease. 

I can help! A soaker 
hose may be the easiest 
method. Just turn on the 
water and look at your 
watch. Then see how 
long it takes to moisten 
the soil down to one inch 
deep. 

If you use a garden 
sprinkler gather up some 
cans or containers, all 
about the size of small 
cottage cheese contain¬ 
er. Place them in 5 or 
6 places around the gar¬ 
den where the sprinkler 
reaches. 

Turn the water on 
about halfway and then 
see how long it takes to 
fill the containers with 
one inch of water. That’s 
how long you should 
water the garden. Gar¬ 
dens like about an inch 
of water every week. 
That said, plants don’t 
like the soil to dry out 
completely, so mulching 
is important too. 

If you use a garden 
hose alone to water, you 
can use another method. 
Turn the tap on halfway 
and see how long it takes 


to fill a one gallon jug. 

You want the flow 
rate to fill the jug in 30 
seconds. Now mark the 
control nozzle so you 
know how far to turn it 
on next time. 

Put the end of the 
hose in one place and 
flood that area of the 
garden for 30 minutes. It 
should water about 100 
square feet of garden at 
a time. 

Then move the hose 
head to another spot 
and repeat until you 
have covered the entire 
garden. Watering takes 
time and the time of day 
makes a difference. 

It is best to water 
early in the morning 
before the sun gets too 
hot. Otherwise you may 
get sunburned leaves or 
the water will dry up 
before it soaks down. If 
you water late at night, 
especially when the 
temperatures are high, 
you foster all kinds of 
disease. Finally, remem¬ 
ber that it’s best to water 
the soil, not the plant. 
That one’s tough to fol¬ 
low if you use sprinklers. 

Now, get out there and 
get to mulching! Cover 
the unplanted soil with 
newspapers and straw 
or any other mulching 
material you prefer. Yes, 
it takes time and effort 
and some money, but it 
sure beats hand weeding 
the ground all summer 
long.

Lawrenceburg teachers 
receive Excellence 
in Teaching Awards

Campbellsville University 
honored 166 teachers from 58 
school districts throughout 
Kentucky by receiving the 
Campbellsville University 
Excellence in Teaching Award 
Saturday May 10 at the Rans- 
dell Chapel on the CU campus. 

Bill Goodman, host of “Ken¬ 
tucky Tonight” and “One to 
One” on Kentucky Educa¬ 
tional Television, spoke to 
the approximate 400 teachers 
and their guests by discussing 
“What is a teacher for?” 

Goodman told several 
stories of successful people 
including Jesse Stuart, Pearl 
Arredondo, Ramsey Musal- 
lam, Adam Braun and Marina 
Keegan, all of whom brought 
their talents to make the 
world a better place. 

Goodman said these people 
had inspiring teachers in their 
lives who taught them to 
write, to “get it right” instead 
of “getting it wrong,” were 
driven and had passion, had 
curiosity, life changing experi¬ 
ences and intense reflection. 

One story was of Adam 
Braun, who made the world 
his classroom by going 
throughout the world ask¬ 
ing one child per country he 
visited, “If you could have 
anything in the world, what 
would you want most?” The 
children from Hawaii, to Bei¬ 
jing and Vietnam, wanted to 
dance, to have a book and to 
have their mother be healthy. 

But one little boy, a street 
beggar in India, wanted a 
pencil. Braun gave him a No. 
2 yellow pencil, and Braun 
thought, “Could something as 
small as a pencil, the founda¬ 
tion of an education, unlock a 
child’s potential?” 

Today, his non-profit orga¬ 
nization has built schools in 
Africa, Asia and Latin Amer¬ 
ica and delivered over 5 mil¬ 
lion educational hours to chil¬ 
dren in poverty. In 2012, he 
was named to the Forbes “30 
Under 30 List.” 

Goodman quoted Jesse Stu¬ 
art who said, “We are fortu¬ 


nate to be born in America. 
Teaching is a calling in the old 
fashion pulpit sense...teaching 
is spiritual and has to do with 
values, with how we choose to 
live our lives. 

“As a teacher, I have tried to 
go beyond the textbooks into 
the character - stressing hon¬ 
esty, goodness and make each 
life count for something.” 

Goodman told the teachers 
that our children and grand¬ 
children depend on them 
every day, and “You are to be 
honored and congratulated 
much more than you are.” 

In conclusion, he asked 
all the teachers to stand and 
recite together: “I am a teach¬ 
er! I am to be honored and 
lifted up every day! I am to be 
celebrated! I am a teacher.” 

Michael V. Carter, president 
of Campbellsville University, 
told the teachers he was proud 
of them and that education is 
the “most powerful force on 
the planet.” 

“Teaching is the first of all 
disciplines,” he said. “Thank 
you for the outstanding job 
you do for us.” 

He quoted Titus 2:7 that 
says: “Show yourself in all 
respects to be a model of good 
works, and in your teaching 
show integrity, dignity, and 
sound speech...” He said the 
teachers being honored 
embody those traits. 

Donna Hedgepath, dean of 
the School of Education, quot¬ 
ed: “Teaching is a profession 
that creates all others.” She 
said she taught 10 years in the 
public school system, and “I 
really do respect your work.” 

Cyndi Crowder Chadwick, 
a 2006 graduate of CU, led her 
3rd grade Campbellsville Ele¬ 
mentary Choir in two songs.

PERIODS, TIMES OR DISPENSATIONS 

Hcb. 1:1-2 “GW, who at sundry times and in divers 
manners spake in time past unto the fathers hy the 
prophets , Hath in these last days spoken unto us by his 
Son , whom he hath appointed heir of at! things , by whom 
also he made the worlds. ” 

The above passages tell us that God has dealt differently 
with mankind in various ages. It is a mistake to NOT know 
of those times, for it is possible to mixed them up and get an 
erroneous idea, those three periods that God has dealt with 
man can be called: Patriarchal, Mosaic and Christian. 

The Patriarchal period was the time of beginnings, from 
creation until the coming of the Law of Moses. Some of 
those Patriarchal fathers were Adam, Noah and 
Abraham. The Mosaic period began with the giving of the 
Law on Mount Sinai (Exo. 20) to the Jewish people (it was 
never intended for all people). Finally there is this Christian 
period, and that is the one that we live under; it began on 
the cross and was announced on the first Pentecost after the 
resurrection of Christ (Acts 2; Flcb. 9-10). 

Other names given to these periods: Promise, Law and 
Grace. The first period is a time of promises where God 
promised the father’s certain things (Gen. 12:1-4). The 
second period is known as the time of Law, because the 
law was given to the Jews to guide them. Then, there is the 
period of grace where mankind can find hope because of 
God grace and man’s obedience to His grace (Eph. 2:8-9; 
Mark 16:15-16).

She went on to describe how she 
suffers from post-traumatic stress dis¬ 
order, depression, insomnia, and night 
terrors as a result of her sister’s mur¬ 
der.

Hickman spoke to McNeely’s fam¬ 
ily after announcing the sentence. 

“The nature of 
the crime is a vio¬ 
lent crime that has 
taken a loved of the 
McNeely family,” he 
said.

According to Gary 
Ginn, coordinator of 
U.K.’s Body Bequeathal 
Program, Roddy is one of 
many who have partici¬ 
pated in the program. 

Since the program’s 
inception in 1950, Ginn 
said more than 2,600 bod¬ 
ies have been donated. 

They typically 
receive bodies in one of 
three ways. 

The most popular is a 
signed bequeathal form 
that’s completed before 
the person’s death to 
declare their intent to 
donate their body to UK. 

They also receive bod¬ 
ies from the legal next of 
kin who make the deci¬ 
sion for a deceased fam¬ 
ily member that they 
want to donate their 
loved one’s body. 

The third option is 
from unclaimed bodies 
after the local coroner 
has exhausted all the 
possibilities to find the 
John or Jane Doe’s family. 

Ginn said at U.K., the

the human anatomy. 

Unlike other body 
donation programs that 
may only utilize certain 
organs of the deceased 
person, Ginn said the UK 
Body Bequeathal uses 
the entire body for the 
benefit of teaching first- 
year medical students. 

The UK program has 
also loaned bodies for 
study to other universi¬ 
ties. 

Ginn said the students 
specifically enjoy seeing 
abnormalities, like Phil¬ 
lip Roddy’s plastic aorta 
or knee replacements, to 
see the results of medical 
treatment. 

He added that the 
medical field is constant¬ 
ly evolving and improv¬ 
ing surgical procedures 
and devices. 

On one occasion, a 


woman’s face was muti¬ 
lated in England by a 
dog several years ago. A 
plastic surgeon found a 
new way of conducting 
plastic surgery to lift off 
the face of a cadaver for 
harvest and transplant 
to fix the woman’s face. 

The plastic surgeon 
did a seminar for stu¬ 
dents at U.K. to talk 
about this procedure. 
Ginn said the students 
were fascinated to learn 
about it. 

Ginn said U.K. con¬ 
ducts memorial services 
for the families of the 
deceased and medical 
students often attend 
it to thank the family 
for contributing to their 
education. 

After the university 
has completed their 
study of the body, Ginn 


said the body is cremat¬ 
ed, placed in an urn and 
returned to the family 
or they bury the ashes in 
the university’s section 
of the Lexington Cem¬ 
etery. 

It can take around 2 to 
5 years for U.K. to com¬ 
plete their study and 
return the ashes. 

He said participants 
like that the gift of a 
loved one’s body can pro¬ 
vide multiple benefits 
for many. 

“I find that the major¬ 
ity, who participate in 
the bequeathal program, 
are individuals who 
have been very giving 
throughout their lives 
and continue that in 
death,” Ginn said.

Freshman catcher ties 
state home run record in 
final at-bat of season 


Sticks. 

Just Sticks. As in “Let’s 
go, Sticks!” 

It was a yell as auto¬ 
matic as the rooster 
crowing at sunup. 

“Let’s go, Sticks!” could 
only mean Bailey Curry 
was about to step in the 
batter’s box. 

And she certainly 
carries one of the biggest 
sticks in Kentucky high school soft- 
ball. The entire state was introduced 
to the Anderson County catcher at 
last week’s state tournament. 

Curry got the name based on her 
jersey number, 11. 

Get it? Sticks equals 1 and 1. 

It could have just as well have 
been from Teddy Roosevelt and that 
“speak softly and carry a big stick” 
idea though. At last week’s state tour¬ 
nament, Curry used her bat to belt 
three home runs, one of which might 
have gone into orbit over Owensboro, 
and drove in seven runs in three 
games. Her state tournament batting 
average was .500. 

But the number sticking with 
those in the know was 19. 

As in 19 home runs in the high 
school softball season. It’s the state 
record. Curry arrived in Owensboro 
with 16 smacks, then pounded two 
more in the opener against Johnson 
Central Thursday. 

Friday, we waited. 

Curry went hitless against 
McCracken but then in what turned 
out to be her final at-bat of the sea¬ 
son, she went deep against Green 
County. 

Nineteen home runs. That ties 
Rowan County’s Amber Riddle, who 
did it in 2008, for the most in a season 
by a Kentucky high school softball 
player. 

And, with Bailey Curry being just 
a freshman, it bodes well for both her 
individual and team futures. 

I am no hitting coach, but to put 
up numbers like Curry did in 2014 
are almost mind-boggling. To put it in 
perspective, the 19 home runs came 
in 39 games. 

That sounds impressive enough, 
until you figure that over 162 games. 
At the rate she hit home runs this 
year, that would project to roughly 79 
smacks over a major league baseball 
season. 

Barry Bonds only hit 73 in 2001. 

“She is really driven,” Bailey’s 
father, Paul Curry, told me a few 
moments after the Lady Bearcat sea¬ 
son had ended in Owensboro. “We try 
to tell kids these days not to focus on 
the records, but she knows. She can 
read. She looks at them but she drives 
herself.” 

And even with the records and 
accolades - Curry was named the 
Eighth Region Player of the Year 
recently - it’s still about the team. 
After Curry tied the state home run 
record Friday, it might have been nor¬ 
mal to see her happy with the indi¬ 
vidual accomplishment. 

Instead, the tears were flowing 
profusely. As resounding as some of 
her monster shots are, Curry’s first 
thought was that the season was over. 

It was the same spirit I saw when 
she walked out of the locker room at 
Bowling Green’s Diddle Arena back in 
March. Even though Curry saw little 
varsity action on the hardwood, she 
might have taken the season-ending 
loss to Elizabethtown harder than 
anyone else on the team. At least she 
was wearing her emotion for all to 
see. 

“She doesn’t like to lose,” her dad 
grinned as we talked a few days later 
at the Lady Cat softball opener. 

With a talented team around her, 
Curry isn’t called upon to carry the 
Lady Bearcats. Anderson might go 
into next season with the most com¬ 
plete roster the softball program 
has ever enjoyed. But there can be 
little doubt that Bailey Curry is one 
of the emotional leaders. When she 
isn’t punishing opposing pitchers, she 
is usually one of the first to greet a 
teammate that has. 

“It is more of a passion she has 
for the game,” Paul Curry said of his 
daughter, who has started on the 
varsity team since the sixth grade.

Lady Cats taste the big time at state 


Despite bitter exit, 
future looks sweet 
for Anderson softball

OWENSBORO, Ky. - It 
might have been a taste 


of what could be in store 
for high school softball in 
Anderson County. 

The Lady Bearcats did 
not see things end like 
they wanted in the Worth/ 
KHSAA State Softball Tour¬ 
nament, held at Owens¬ 
boro’s Jack Fisher Park last 
week. The dream was that 
of an extended run, perhaps 
even making it to Saturday 


as one of the last four teams 
standing. 

With a break or two, the 
Lady Bearcats had that kind 
of potential. 

But when the 16 sur¬ 
viving teams from around 
the state get together for a 
three-day, double-elimina¬ 
tion shootout, reality can 
shatter the dreams. 

Anderson rolled to a 9-1 
win over Johnson Central 
in the opener but ran into 
what looked like a buzz saw 
in top-ranked McCrack¬ 
en County in the second 
round. A team ranked in the 
nation’s Top 30, McCracken 
took advantage of Anderson 
miscues for a 10-0 win in six 
innings. 

Green County ended the 
Anderson season with an 8-5 
upset. Errors did the Lady 
Bearcats in again. 

It was a very accurate 
picture of Anderson’s entire 
season. When the Lady 
Bearcats played strong 
defense, they were out¬ 
standing. When they did 
not, they were susceptible 


to going down. 

“I thought we let two slip 
away from us,” said Ander¬ 
son’s first-year head coach 
Brent Aldridge. “I thought 
we had McCracken where 
we wanted. We had run¬ 
ners on about every inning. 
We had eight errors in that 
game and five against Green 
County. You can’t have that 
many errors to beat teams 
like that.” 

The official scorekeep- 
ers charged Anderson with 
four errors in both games, 
but Aldridge’s point is valid.

Anderson duo takes on Indiana in All-Star series 


McKee, Cann have two 
more contests before 
college careers

Makenzie Cann and Eriel 
McKee have two more high 
school basketball games. 

The top two scorers in 
Anderson County High 
School history are mem¬ 
bers of the Kentucky All- 
Star team that will take 
on the Indiana All-Stars in 
the annual summer series 
this weekend. 

The series is set to 
resume Friday at the Beck 
Center on the campus of 
Transylvania University 
in Lexington. Tip-off is 
scheduled for 5:30 p.m. 

The teams move to 
Bankers Life Fieldhouse in 
Indianapolis for the second 
game of the series Satur¬ 
day. That tip is also sched¬ 
uled for 5 p.m. 

Indiana leads the all- 
time series 42-34. Ken¬ 
tucky, however, has won 
five of the last seven. The 
teams split last year. 

The boys’ all-star teams 
will play in the second 
game each night. 

McKee and Cann are 
the first two Anderson 
County graduates to be 
selected for the girls’ game, 
which began in 1975. Some 
greats that have played 
in the series on the Ken- 
tuckv side include former 


WNBA stars Ukari Figgs 
and Lisa Harrison. Former 
University of Kentucky star 
A’dia Mathies also played 
for Kentucky. Among the 
former Indiana Miss Basket¬ 
balls who have played in 
the series are WNBA star 
Skylar Diggins and current 
Kentucky Wildcat Bria Goss. 

The boys’ series dates 


to 1940 and is the oldest 
such all-star rivalriy in 
the nation. Greats such 
as Darrell Griffith, Mike 
Casey and Rex Chapman 
have played for Kentucky 
while Indiana’s greats have 
included George McGinn¬ 
is, Steve Alford and Bobby 
Plump, whose high school 
team inspired the movie 


“Hoosiers.” Former Ken¬ 
tucky Wildcats Kyle Macy 
and Marquis Teague also 
played for the Indiana All- 
Stars. 

Both Anderson players 
graduated from high school 
Thursday of last week. Cann 
had already moved to the 
University of Cincinnati, 
where she will play college 
basketball. She is somewhat 
unsure of her status for the 
game as she has not been 
able to work out with the 
All-Stars in mini-camps. A 
mysterious illness slowed 
Cann all season, but she 
says the reason for that has 
apparently been discovered. 
She said last week that she 
had not been given clear¬ 
ance to play in the series, 
but added, “I should be still 
playing all stars unless the 
doctor calls and tells me not 
to.” 

McKee does not have to 
report to Morehead State 
University until later this 
summer. She is expected to 
be one of Kentucky’s most 
athletic players and could 
give Indiana problems in 
the open court. 

Indiana will be led by 
Miss Basketball Whitney 
Jennings of Logansport. 
Jennings, a 5-5 guard, has 
signed with the Universi¬ 
ty of Iowa. The Anderson 
duo is familiar with at least 
one Indiana star, Tyler Goo- 
dall of Columbus North, 
which defeated Anderson 
in December. Goodall will 
be attending Florida Gulf 
Coast.

ups and fly balls for 12 
of their 21 outs against 
Green County. 

“That was basically 
sitting on bad pitches,” 
Aldridge said. “We were 
trying to make one swing 
and win the game.

The Lady 
Bearcats had put togeth¬ 
er an incredible run of 
outstanding softball but 
did not have their best 
games on the state’s big¬ 
gest stage. 

It did not take away 
from a season that saw 
Anderson advance to 
the state tournament 
for only the third time, 
the first since 2008 when 
this year’s seniors were 
sixth-graders. 

“Being the young team 
like we were, this was 
a big accomplishment 
that we made it this far,” 
said Burkhead, whose 
varsity career came to an 
end in Owensboro. “We 
all worked together and 
came together. We are 


more of a family than 
a team. That was one of 
the main reasons we got 
here. We came together.” 

And Aldridge expects 
that family to grow 
between now and next 
March. The Lady Bear¬ 
cats will likely be heavy 
favorites to repeat as 
Eighth Region champs 
and could get some con¬ 
sideration as one of the 
teams with a chance to 
win the big trophy. 

“We had a great year,” 
he said. “The girls did a 
wonderful job. I know 
we were picked to win 
the region, but we are 
still young. We have a 
chance to do this not just 
next year, but the year 
after that too. 

“]They should want 
to come back.

Friday not kind to Lady Bearcats

Curry leads Lady Bearcats 
past Johnson Central 

It only took Anderson 
County about 10 min¬ 
utes to let the world of 
Kentucky high school 
softball that the Lady 
Bearcats had every 
intention of making 
some noise in the 2014 
Worth/KHSAA State 
Softball Tournament. 

Bailey Curry, the 
third batter in the 
Anderson lineup, pul¬ 
verized a pitch from 
Johnson Central pitcher 
Cassie Hall, sending it 
well over the left field 
fence for a two-run 
home run that would 
give the Lady Bearcats 
the only runs they 
would need. 

The Lady Bearcats, 
however, pounded the 
15 th Region champs for 
much more offense in a 
9-1 win to open the tour¬ 
nament. 

Curry crushed 
another Hall pitch for a 
second home run, a solo 
shot in the sixth inning 
that ended the scoring. 
Curry also drove in two 
runs with a single in the 
decisive fourth inning 
when Anderson scored 
six runs to break things 
open.

“I was just messing

McCracken, the even¬ 
tual state runner-up, 
finally got to Anderson 
pitcher Ally Moore in 
the third inning, scoring 
three times on its way to 
a 10-0 win in the second 
round of the winner’s 
bracket. 

The Mustangs, 
ranked No. 1 in Ken¬ 
tucky for much of the 
year, showed why they 
were considered the 
favorite going into the 
state tourney with a bal¬ 
anced attack and solid 
pitching. 

“I think they had 25 
starters back from last 
year,” Brent Aldridge 
said of the first-year 
school that is a consoli¬ 
dation of Heath, peren¬ 
nial power Reidland and 
last year’s First Region 
champion, Lone Oak.

Anderson County resident 
Freddie Maggard has been select¬ 
ed for induction into the Dawa- 
hare’s/KHSAA Hall of Fame. 
Maggard is one of 10 members 
of the Class of 2015 and will be 
inducted into the hall on March 
21, 2015 in ceremonies at the Lex¬ 
ington Civic Center. 

Maggard, who serves as com¬ 
munity relations director for the 
National Guard, has lived in Law- 
renceburg for several years.

Smallmouth fishing getting stronger as water temps rise 


Good numbers 
recorded in 
Elkhorn Creek

The stream small¬ 
mouth fishing season is 
in full bloom. 

A late spring follow¬ 
ing a brutally cold win¬ 
ter caused some hit and 
miss stream smallmouth 
fishing this past spring. 
With the warm winds of 
June now here, stream 
smallmouth are settling 
into their summer pat¬ 
terns with water tem¬ 
peratures stabilizing in 
the mid-70s. 

Years of perfect flow 
conditions for reproduc¬ 
tion bequeathed a quali¬ 
ty cohort of smallmouth 
bass 14 inches and longer 
in Kentucky streams. 

u We saw good num¬ 
bers of 14-, 15- and 16-inch 
smallmouth this spring 


in our Elkhorn Creek 
population sampling,” 
said Jeff Crosby, central 
fisheries district biol¬ 
ogist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “We 
saw fish up to 18 inch¬ 
es and the overall catch 
rate was the highest 
since the mid-2000s.” 

Those who love to 
catch stream small¬ 
mouth bass are bless¬ 
ed to live in Kentucky. 
Many flowing ribbons 
of smallmouth water 
course through our state. 
If a local stream has a 
rocky bottom, pools and 
riffles and water at least 
waist deep in some holes, 
it likely holds small- 
mouths. You can jump 
across many productive 
smallmouth streams in 
Kentucky in spots. Most 
get little fishing pres¬ 
sure. 

Stream smallmouth 
fishing boils the pursuit 
down to its essence and 
that is the beauty of it. 
No electronic sonar units, 
GPS maps nor expen¬

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sive boats needed. Just a 
handful of lures, a light 
to medium-light power 
spinning outfit spooled 
with 6-pound line and 
an ability to read flow¬ 
ing water is all you need. 
Choose a rod with a for¬ 
giving tip and a strong 
butt section. Noodle rods 
don’t cut it for stream 
smallmouth. 

Wading is a cheap and 
highly productive way 
to fish these streams. 
Wading boots or a worn 
out pair of hiking boots 
protect the feet while 
wading. Avoid open-toe 
sandals or flip flops as 
your feet need a buffer 
from sharp rocks, glass 
or pieces of barbed wire 
deposited in the stream 
bed during the last flood. 

Stream smallmouth 
bass reside in three main 
places in summer: the 
flowing areas upstream 
and downstream of a 
riffle and in the flow¬ 
ing shoals. The tranquil 
areas in deep holes hold 
fish at rest, not those 
actively feeding. 


The seam water 
where fast water meets 
slow just downstream 
of a riffle is one of the 
highest percentage 
spots to try in summer. 
Smallmouth bass will 
hang behind a rock, log 
or undercut bank near 
these spots and scarf 
any disoriented baitfish, 
crawfish or sculpin that 
comes tumbling down¬ 
stream. 

Work a black 4-inch 
finesse worm in this 
seam water by simply 
letting the current move 
the worm. Use enough 
weight so the worm gen¬ 
tly strikes bottom occa¬ 
sionally. A 1/8-ounce 
leadhead is a good start, 
but switch to a 1/16- 
ounce if the current isn’t 
moving the worm and 
imparting a natural pre¬ 
sentation. 

A smoke-colored 
3-inch curly-tailed grub 
worked in the same fash¬ 
ion draws strikes as well 
as Beaver-style creature 
baits in the green pump¬ 
kin color. After working 


the seam water below 
the riffle, wade upstream 
above the riffle and cast 
these lures. Current 
breaks created by rocks, 
logs and stumps should 
be probed as well as any 
small pocket holes. 

Flowing shoals pocked 
with rocks, cracks in the 
bottom and scour holes 
hold stream smallmouth 
all summer long. Shoals 
with a good undercut 
bank running along 
one or both sides of the 
stream is all the better. 
Rapala-style floating/ 
diving crankbaits are 
deadly in flowing shoals. 

Work them with a 
steady retrieve or with 
an aggressive pause 
and jerk. In low water, 
a gentle twitch followed 
by a long pause works 
best. This lure draws 
them out from behind 
in-stream rocks and 
undercut banks. 

Topwaters worked 
along undercut banks 
in flowing shoals make 
the most exciting stream 
smallmouth fishing. The 


Rapala-style lures work 
well in this situation, but 
chuggers and the cigar¬ 
shaped lures designed 
for the walk-the-dog 
retrieve work better. Yel¬ 
low and red colored deer 
hair poppers cast on a 
fly rod along these banks 
also brings great sport. 

Wade with stealth in 
the low and clear condi¬ 
tions of summer. Wear 
drab clothing and move 
slowly. Don’t create pres¬ 
sure waves from your 
body moving through 
the water too a as these 
can spook smallmouths. 
Slide your feet along the 
bottom to avoid lifting 
rocks with your toe that 
might slam the bottom 
when you wade.
